Tbrce Tramps Seen Skulking. 


It was about 7 o'clock last evening when 


Mr. Elliot had returned from his work in 
Bartlett's door and sash factory that he 
noticed three tough looking characters 
standing at a spring where the family is 
accustomed to get water, sotoe fifty yards 
from the house in a little ^ravine.-

Tlje three men were lying there watching 
the house.Gets His Revolver. 


Elliott turned and went to the house for 


his revolver. 
The trampa. started down 


the path for the track again, declaring 
they were going to North Adams at once, 
but entered the yellow house that stands 
at f he track side near at hand and which 
is owned by W. B. Plunkett. 
Mr. Elliott 


came out of his house and goicg near the 
spot where the men were last seen, dis- 
charged the revolver in the air, and think- 
ing the invaders were scared away for 
good, returned indoors to retire. 


Fell Ov«r a Han. 


But this wasn't the end. 
Mrs. Elliott 


very soon heard sounds out toward the 
orchard in the rear of the house and was 
sure some one was skulking about. Again 
Mr. Elliott, taking his revolver, a 32-cali- 
bre, went outdoors and cautiously pro- 
ceeded into the orchard from whence the 
noise had seemed to come. He was cau- 
tiously feeling his way in the dark when 
suddenly he stumbled squarely on to a 
man stooping in the bushes. 


Revolver Against Knife. 


Lake a flash the man raised his hand 


holding an unsheathed knife and murder- 
ously stabbed a* Mr. Elliott. It was a 
blow well directed for the left bre'ast. In 
stinctively Mr. Elliott raised his arm for 
protection, and this, with the fact that he 
was a little out of reach, saved him.

pumps that is not generally known is 
that when they are started all the cellars 
in the swamp become dry. 
A man 


showed a plumber the other day that six 
hours after the pumps had begun the 
water that was constantly present in his 
cellar had disappeared. 
Surface water 


that may collect in pools is drained away 
too. Of course this water is filtered by its 
passage through the ground, but it is 
doubted if it is made entirely pure by that 
process. 


The water has run short at the hospital 


within the past few days.

They Do Not Find Work Be- 


cause of Public Opinion, 


and so Leave. 


BOUGHT JOBS IN A LOCAL MILL. 


The Conditions Under Which They Lived. 


Some Had to Do Their Cooking In 


a Yard. Conditions so Bad 


They Objected. 


The Italians that were brought into 


town to work here are little by little find- 
ing-their way out again, presumably un- 
der the force of public opinion. 
Some 


are going to New York, some to Pittsfleld 
and some going to the state of Florida. 


They lived here under the worst condi- 


tiops a human being could well live. 
They were given lodgings in one ot the 
houses in "Little Italy." About thirty of 
them bad to find bed room in one tene- 
ment and they paid fl a month each for 
the privilege of sleeping there. 
The 


tramps at the station house should have 
been envied by them. 
There was not 


enough room for them, to cook and some 
of them had to do 
their 
cooking 


outside in the yard. They objected to 
this and a few lived 011 such varied bill of 
fare as bologna, bread and beer would 
give. The names of a number of them 
were not known even to their employers, 
and identification was made by number or 
some meaningless syllables that find place 
in no language. 


A story is told by an Italian resident 


here which shows how such men enter 
into competition with home labor. In 
speaking of the different places to which 
the men have gone he said that three or 
four of them had gotten a job in 
, a 


local mill. They were only able to get 
this job by the payment of $> each to the 
boss, who was not an Italian. It would 
seem from that story that some of the 
men of other nationalities, who have the 
employment of labor for corporations, 
have learned the Italian padrone system 
and make their positions a source of rev- 
enue to themselves instead of one in the 
interests of their employers only.

It is an interesting comment on our 
Massachuseetts civilization that a large 
part of the interest shown ia the stains of 
population in the cities seenib to center 
round the great question ot how many 
more liquor licenses can be coaxed, bought 
or bullied out oi the authorities, ia conse- 
quence of the increase of possible drinkers 
—the law making the maximum of drink- 
ing bhops depend on the population. In 
every one of our cities where license is the 
rule there are already twice as many grog- 
geries as there ought to be, on tbe most 
liberal computation of the real needs of 
the community; in Boston four times as 
many.—Republican.

happened to the Defender, including tlw 
fact thatshe lias rim aground twice, and 
her withdrawal last Tuesday from the 
race with the Gould boat, have led many 
people to 
believe tho designers 
nn<l 


builders were sadly disappointed at t'u* 
outcome of their labors. 


Mr. Herreshoft said that the newspapers 


had used him very unfairly, having pub- 
lished many stories in which there had 
been not a particle of truth. "In the first 
place," Mr. Herroshoff continued, "there 
is nothing the matter with the Defender 
and never has been. Tho boat was as 
sound as, a dollar when taken otf of tlw 
ways, and is just as sound today. The re- 
ports that her hull had been wrenched, 
cither ou the ways or in any of the trial 
spins or races, were entirely without foun- 
dation. 


Accidents Unavoidable. 


Tho breaking- of tho lir»t mast and 


many of the slight accidents, Mr. Herre- 
bhaff said, were unavoidable. Regarding 
the action of the Defender on Tuesday last, 
Herrcshoff stated that it was discovered 
that the second mast was scarcely strong 
enough for tho new rigging, and in order 
to prevent any serious accident after the 
steel boom and gaff were placed in posi- 
tion, the Defender was brought back to 
Bristol in order that 
she might be 


thoroughly overhauled ami 
everything 


done that could be done to prevent- ai.y 
future accident. 


As scon as the boat arrived, tho work of 


overhauling her was commenced. 
In a 


short time she was stripped of lier rigging, 
wiih the inainboom and mainsail lying ou 
deck. 'As soon as the new mast is put in 
position, the steel boom will bo put ou. 
The Defender will then bo ready to pro- 
tect the cup from the Valkyrie III. Mr. 
Herreshoff is of tho opinion that this work 
will be completed by Monday or Tuesday 
at theliitest 


The reason why the sloop went aground 


on Hog island was because of a miscal- 
culation. The Defender draws fully six 
foot more water than the Vigilant, even 
when the latter has her centerboarddowu, 
and Captain Haff did not allow for so 
great a difference in the draft of the boats. 
The Defender slid ou the bar gently, us 
the breeze was only a light one, and she 
worked off gradually, so that iioharm was 
done. 


Master of Many Languages. 


WESTFIKLU, Mass., Aug. 24.—There is 


now but little doubt that John P. Cowles, 
whose wife resides iu this town, has met 
death in South America. It is thought 
that he was killed during one of the insur- 
rections in Granada.

Which Is Likely to Soon Bring tho 


Waller Matlcr to a Crisis, 


Refusal to Salute French Flag 


-at Tamatave 


Has Led to Another Matter For Diplomats fa 


Ponder Over. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The state de- 


partment lias felt, that its efforts in th» 
Waller case have not been as ably sec- 
onded at Paris as they might have been. 
and Ambassador Ktistls explains in a dis- 
patch yesterday that the delay has beun 
dtit to the absence of the minister of for- 
eign affairs. Officials were gratified tu 
learn in the dispatch that Amuu&soiiur 
Eustis hud made a move in tho matter of 
ex-Cousul Waller and had curried out i 
portion of tho instructions whicli have 
been sent him. 


The department, believes that within a 


few days tho French government will 
make some response to the requests inado 
for the papers iu the case of Me. Waller. 
It is recognized at tho department that 
tlie Krunch government is not only slow, 
but that the French people are inclined to 
be nettled at the course of the Americans, 
us shown in the resentment felt because 
tbe commander of the Castiue had failed 
to salute the 1'reneh flag at Tamatave. 


It is thought tiiat much may bs made of 


this incident by tho French, in order still 
further to delay tha settlement of the 
Waller case, but it is probable that the 
United States authorities will not allow 
thy two things to be coupled, but will in- 
sist that the Waller cuso must be con- 
sidered 


Snlely on Its Own Merits,, 


The- United Slates has not recognized 


the French protectorate over Madagascar, 
nor has it refused recognition. Consul 
Wetter, who is at Tamatave, is only acting 
consul in one sense, as the United States 
has never applied for nor received au 
exequatur from him. In advising the com- 
mander of tho Castiue not - to recognize or 
saluto the French, tho department pre- 
sumes that Mr. Wetter has taken the right 
course aud knows what he is about, aud 
will act upon that assumption until some- 
thing to the, contrary is learned. 


The effect this position of the consul and 


the commander of the Castine may have 
upon the Waller claim is altogether specu- 
lative. If French control is not recog- 
nized in the island, and, in fact, should 
be denied by the United States govern- 
ment, it would define clearly the issue and 
make the cla'm of Waller indisputable 
from an American view, but it is said that 
such a position by the United States is 
not necessary to the establishment of the 
Waller claim if Mr. Waller received his 
concession from a de facto government. 


The World's Wheat Crop. 


BDDA-PESTH, Aug. 24.—The minister of 


agriculture announces, as a result of data 
obtained from consuls and specialists, 
that the world's wheat crop for 1895 is as 
follows: The total production in coun- 
tries wliich import wheat is estimated at 
749,032,000 bushels. 
In countries which 


export the total production is 1,661,701,003 
bushels. The minister also amends the 
estimate of the crop of 1894 so as to make 
the total in that year 2,683,738,000 bushels, 
showing that the crop of 1895 is 232,000,000 
bushels less than that of 1894.

Largo Shrinkage Offset by Enprjnou; Business 


ot Industries.' ' 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—K. G. Dun & Co.'a 


weekly review of trade says: Tho volume 
of business shrinks, as is natural in Au- 
gust, and tho shrinkage seems rathei* 
larger than usual, because transactions In 
July wero somewhat inflated for that 
mouth. Some industries are doing more 
than ever before in August, aud the pros- 
pect for fall trade is good.in others, al- 
though much depends ou tho crops, and 
tho outcome is less clear than speculator:! 
ou cither side are disposed to admit. In- 
dustrial troubles have not entirely ceased, 
but during the past week have become 
much less threatening. 


It is a relief to turn to the great indus- 


tries, in which the enormous orders placed 
some wepks or months ago cause phenom- 
enal activity for the season. ' 


In boots and shoes the shipments on old 


orders again exceed those ot any previous 
year for the mouth thus far, and yet in al- 


most every branch the now orders lire very 
scanty, although prices of boots and shoes, 
of leather aud also of hides, cue very firmly 
maintained 


Iu cotton goods tho demand is rather 


more active, as the price of the raw ma- 
terial advances, but otherwise the busi- 
ness has not materially changed, and tb« 
quotation for print cloths is a shade lowet 
this week. 


Sales of wool are again smaller than in 


1892, 
and for the month thus far have been 


10,847,200 pounds, of which 9,121,300 pound* 
were domestic, against 19,072,950 last year. 


Failures for the week have been 222 in 


the United Slates, against 234 last year, 
and 4;i in Canada, against 33 lost year.
